WHAT THEY want is to 
grow up and play a part in' 
building a better society. 
Youthful yearnings, disap­ 
pointments, and sundry com­ 
plaints are part of the phe­ 
nomenon of growing up, 
when, during those anxious 
transition years it seems nec­ 
essary to assert one's serious­ 
ness by being demonstrative­ 
ly unhappy.

Frantz said he believed this 
interest is one reason why the 
Peace Corps has drawn such 
a dedicated group of young­ 
sters. 'There are no 'false' 
academic requirements for 
the Peace Corps. Any young­ 
ster with the desire and the 
capabilities can be accepted, 

matter what his report 
card says," Frantz said.

He envisions it as « fan­ 
tastic training ground for 
youngsters who later wish to 
go into diplomatic service. 
Frantx believes they will be

IT WAS at my insistence 
several years ago that all 
school buses in California be 
inspected regularly by the 
California Highway Patrol.

THE RESULT of that test 
were shocking. The need for 
immediate action to correct 
dangerous defaults in the de 
sign of school buses, and the 
need for specially designed 
safety equipment, was clear.

When the UCLA research

informed the other members 
of the board of the results of 
the test. They joined in urg­ 
ing Governor Regan and the 
State Legislature to o b t a i n 
legislation incorporating the , 
recommendations made in the, 
UCLA report.

Since then, there have been 
three amendments to the re­ 
gulation governing the con-- 
struction, design, and opeea-   
tion of school buses: addi­ 
tional strengthening for fast-^ 
ening seats to the bus body,^_ 
heavy laminated glass for all 
windows and exits, and safety 
belts for the driver's seat.
